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THE LONG VIEW OF THE WAR DEBTS 
The most v ex ing thing abou t the war debt 
p roblem is that we seem ap t to g et a first-hand 
illu stration of the g riefs that beset a man when 
when he cu ts off his nose to sp ite his face. 
On the su rface, the issu e is as clear as an Ap ril 
dawn. 
These foreig n nations borrowed v ast su ms of 
money from u s for their own p u rp oses. We hav e 
already made g enerou s settlements with them. 
For a whole y ear we ex cu sed them from p ay ing 
interest or p rincip le. Now the p ay ments are 
du e, and we hav et* p erfect rig ht to p ress a ju st 
claim. 
Unfortu nately , howev er, there are elements be­ 
low the su rface which comp licate the situ ation. 
Does it p ay a creditor to force his debtors to 
settle u p when his p rosp erity dep ends larg ely on 
his ability to continu e selling g oods to them, and 
when their ability to bu y his g oods stands to be 
p ractically obliterated if they p ay what they 
owe? 
Pu tting the qu estion in that way may be an 
ov er-simp lification of the issu e. Bu t in the long 
ru n it comes down to that, or to something v ery 
like it. The British contention that Britain can 
p ay “only by adop ting measu res which wou ld 
fu rther restrict the British p u rchase of Ameri­ 
can g oods” is one that few rep u table economists 
will disp u te. 
It may be p erfectly tru e, as President-elect 
Roosev elt has said, that “the stabilization of 
world finances can best be achiev ed by a clear 
u nderstanding of ju st oblig ations.” Bu t there 
is more to it than that. Let u s hav e a clear u n­ 
derstanding of them, by all means; bu t let u s 
also hav e a clear u nderstanding of p recisely what 
will hap p en if ev ery p enny of these oblig ations 
mu st be p aid. 
For it is, after all, a qu estion of what is most 
g reatly to ou r own self-interest. There is ex ­ 
cellent au thority for the statement that we 
shou ld be better off, in the end, if we did not 
collect the debts than if we did; and before we 
commit ou rselv es we mu st look into that asser­ 
tion v ery carefu lly . 


OUR LIBERTIES OR A PLAN — WHICH? 
Mrs. Frank A. Vanderlip , wife of the New York 
banker, g ot to thinking the other day abou t the 
widely adv ertised p lans by which Ru ssia is try ­ 
ing to bring forth the ideal state; and it oc­ 
cu rred to her, as it p robably has to many an­ 
other American, th at Americans, if they p u t 
their minds to it, ou g ht to be able to p lan ring s 
arou nd su ch folks as the Ru ssian Marx ists. 
“Certainly ,” she said, “it is within the p ower 
of the brains of the United States to form a 
workable p lan. The Bolshev iks hav e a p lan. They 
don’t, they hav en’t and they can’t hu manly fol­ 
low it. Well, why shou ldn’t we g et a better p lan? 
We can. 
“The Bolshev ik p arty insists that ev efy mem­ 
ber of their v ery ex clu siv e g rou p g iv e a definite 
nu mber of hou rs a day to the p arty ’s p rog ram. 
Think what it wou ld mean if ev ery member of 
Tammany had that du ty , and the p arty p ro­ 
g rams were p lanned for the benefit of all the 
p eop le instead of ju st Tammany .” 
A g ood many of u s, no dou bt, hav e thou g ht 
along the same lines of late. We hav e an abu n­ 
dance of brains in this land; we hav e all kinds 
of natu ral resou rces, mechanical skill and w hat­ 
not; why shou ldn’t we formu late a far-reaching 
p rog ram, to stick to it and p rov ide ou rselv es with 
a dep ression-p roof land in which p ov erty wou ld 
be u nknown? 
Unfortu nately , howev er, a p lan isn’t mu ch 
g ood u nless y ou hav e some way of p u tting it into 
effect; and to do that, in a m atter of this kind, 
y ou hav e to hav e a nation whose p eop le are 
willing to su rrender to the central g ov ernment 
a far g reater p art of their indiv idu al liberties 
than Americans hav e ev er dreamed of g iv ing u p . 
And this, of cou rse, only serv es to illu strate ou r 
p resent dilemna. Ou r su ffering s are to a g reat 
ex tent inherent in ou r traditional American sy s­ 
tem. Are we to keep the sy stem, p u t u p with 
its abu ses and tru st to lu ck that ev entu ally we 
shall find seme way ou t; ore are we to modify 
the sy stem, g o in for p lanning and head for a 
less democratic bu t more p rosp erou s era?

is to be the key note, the design 
of the bu ildings and grou nds, 
and the ex hibits themselv es will 
look to the fu tu re, whereas the 
v iew of the Colu mbian Ex posi­ 
tion was toward the past. 
The ex hibits will tell, graph­ 
ically and in words of one sy l­ 
lable, the story of a hu ndred 
y ears progress in steel-making, 
in grain-growing, in chemistry , 
in biology , in the social sciences.

The low, windowless bu ilding 
of the Hall of Science will 
change its hu es like a rainbow.

Walls hav e been contriv ed of a 
plaster made mostly of old news­ 
papers.

Ex hibits of steel hou sing and 
modern constru ction are already 
topped by the amazing “Glori­ 
fied Gas Tank” of the Trav el

hu ge dome literally “breathes, 
being made of sliding plates 
which slip ov er one another as 
the dome contracts and ex ­ 
pands. The dome is su pported 
by a web of steel cables, like a 
su spension bridge. There are no 
pillars.

same time keep in mind the 
bu dget limitations of the libra­ 
ry .” 
Sihe pointed ou t that some 
people want books chosen for 
them and that in times it be­ 
comes necessary to sell a book to 
a patron ju st as a m erchant 
sells goods. 
The field now being more and 
more u sed is adu lt edu cation, 
du e to economic conditions, Miss 
Hagar stated. People are try ing 
to get into other lines of work, 
finding their own not produ ctiv e 
of any work, she said, and they 
are constantly searching for in­ 
formation on new1 su bjects. 
Pu blicity is an im portant ele­ 
ment in library work, Miss Ha­ 
gar declared, becau se the libra­ 
rian wishes the largest possible 
circu lation for her books. One 
ex ample cited was the children’s 
book week held recently . Anoth­ 
er means is posters in the libra­ 
ry , she said. 
In addition to all the tasks of
